Question 


, Mark by staying in the air 150 hours 


and 40 minutes has set a mark for the 
aviation corps of other nations to 
shoot at. Although the purpose of the 
flight was not primarily to see how 
long the big plane could stay in the 
air, the record made is most gratify- 


• ing to army officers and civilians alike, 


and ought to give impetus to the de- 
velopment of aviation in this country. 


The main purpose of the flight was 


to demonstrate the feasibility of re- 
fueling a plane while in mid-air. The 
army flyers and the crewS"of the re- 
fueling planes proved that this could 
be done an9 without much 
difficulty. 


The Question Mark was re-fueled 35 
times during its six day and a half 
flight and never once was there any 
great risk involved. 


The army is to be congratulated 


upon its great feat. It was commend- 
able and shows that the American 
aviation corps has no peer either 
in 


equipment or personnel. The flight al- 
so shpwed that man's endurance is 
still much -greater than that of man- 
made machinery. 
The crew of the 


Question Mark was in fairly good 
physical shape when it landed, but 
two of the plane's three motors were 
out of commission. No doubt much 
has been learned about the mechanics 
of flying from this flight and it-Is not 
too much to expect that American air- 
plane motor manufacturers will soon 
come forward with a motor that will 
stand up perfectly on non-stop flights 
lasting for weeks. 


QUEER MOTORISTS 


-- Engineers of the U. S. Bureau of 
Public Roads have measured us and 
catalogued us from observations made 
on the public highways. From these 
measurements we may see what pe- 
culiar animals we are when we take 
hold of a steering-wheel and go out on 
the high roads for a spin. 


For instance, no matter how wide 


the road may be, we keep as far away 
from the right edge as possible. We'd 
rather skin dangerously close to an ap- 
proaching motorist to our left, these 
engineers find, than move over to the 
right to avoid a crash. 


But if there's a white line down the 


middle of the highway, we almost in- 
variably respect ft and stay over on 
our own side. And if there's a smooth 
white shoulder to the right, we move 
even farther over to the edge. 
» 


^ Taking a turn, we move over to the 
inside and cut the turn short. But we 
give ourselves little leeway when we 
have to take a turn to the right. 


Going down hill on light grades we 


speed along on high, but keep to the 
center of the road. When the grades 
are so steep as to require the use of 
low gear, on the other hand, we hug 
the edge of the road more closely. 


As a result of these observations, 


the engineers have found, we motor- 
ists need a 24-foot road for 20-foot driv- 
ing. Because of this clearance, the 
narrowest possible road for safe driv- 
ing should be 20 feet, they say. 


Paradoxically, however, the engi- 


neers would widen the road at turns 
where they have noticed traffic to 
crowd up' into a narrower margin to- 
ward the inside 3 


As engineers, these observers are 


good psychologists. They've found a 
new and perhaps more scientific way 
to measure the operations of man's 
brains. 


SAVING THE BABIES 


The United States is continuing in 


rhe good work of cutting down its in- 
fant mortality rate, according to Miss 
Grace Abbott, chief of the Children's 
Bureau of the U. S. Department of La- 
bor. The rate last year—65 infant 


death* per 1000 live births—was the 
lowest in the country's history. 


Lest we relax our efforts, however,' 


Miss Abbott points out that no state 
in the Union has yet succeeded in get- 
ting the rate as low as New Zealand, 
where it'is only 39 per 1000. The besti 
record is held by Oregon, with a rate- 
of 48. Idaho and Washington are tied 
for second with 50, and Nebraska, 
Minnesota, Utah, Iowa, Kansas, New 
York, Wisconsin, Indiana and Con- 
necticut follow in the order named. 


The lowering of the rate, Miss Ab- 


bott reports, is "unquestionably asso- 
ciated with the general improvement 
in public health, the establishment of 
child /health conferences, the develop- 
ment of prenatal clinics, the distribu- 
tion of literature and 
public educa- 


tion." -

GOOD 


Somehow' yuletide was not BO mer- 


ry, after all. Had a letter that sad- 
dened me, from a doctor and teacher 
whom I" greatly revere. I'll quote 
just a little of it, enough to show 
why I coulijn't be as happy this 
Christmas as usual. 


"You admit that the view of the 


strong possibility of contracting res- 
piratory disease from being chilled Is 
shared by thousands ^ of physicians. 
Tet you do not hesitate to call me 
"stale1 because I too hold this view. 
How would you like it when, because 
of .an inflexible rule of the so-called 
age limit, somebody suddenly sees fit 
to publish In newspapers that you 
are becoming stale and need iodin 
treatment, simply because you hold a 
widely accepted view different from 
a gentleman who writes for the pub- 
lic press? The Golden Rule is after 
all a good guide In dealing with our 
fellowmen." 


I am not going to try to explain, 


except to repeat that I have Always 
regarded the doctor in question as 
the very foremost authority in his 
fleld'-and I have never ceased to ad- 
mire him and his work, even though 
1 do think he is quite wrong about 
the effect of chilling, and I think so 
in spite of the thousands of physici- 
ans who share that view. I admit 
I erred when I printed the sugges- 
tion that the doctor was getting 
"stale" and. needed an iodin ration. 
That is what grieves me now. I want 
to try to make amends, though I 
cannot name the doctor In this ar- 
ticle. 


I have intimated here more than 


once that many hospitals are very 
badlx- managed Indeed. It seems to 
me that a hospital that would retire 
a wan of the caliber of my corre- 
spondent merely 
because he has 


reached an arbitrary age Is badly 
mismanaged.

Cou- 
perus was a Dutch sophisticate; Van 
Ammers Kuller Is a propagandist. 
Couperus lOMtd words and delicate 
shadmgs; Van Ammers "duller is in- 
terested In social trends. Couperus 
was almost pure artist, who stood 
aside from the streams of life and 
watched; Van Ammers Kuller is pas- 
sionately interested in the struggle 
and hopes to get things done. 


There is room for bo*h kinds of 


novelists. 
Of her kind Van Am- 


meis Kuller is one who is worthy 
of respect not only when compared 
v.ith the writers of her own coun- 
try but with waters of that type 
anywhere. It is a fine thing that 
she has been translated into Eng- 
lish and has thus been given an op- 
portunity to win a wide audience. 
The book should be widely lead.

SALVATION ARMY 


[Believe Matter Will Be Thor- 


oughly Threshed Out at 
Meeting

London—The high council of an In- 


ternational social and religious ar- 
my, split into 
two opposing camps

a battle over the 


most important question of its 60 
yeais1 history.

Meeting at Sunbury-on-Thames, of- 


ficials of the Salvation Army are to 
decide whether their organization is 
to continue 
under 
the rule of a 


Booth d> nasty or whether it is to be- 
come a democratic body in which the 
chief shall be selected from and by 
the membership. 


General William Booth founded-the 


Salvation Army 50 years ago. For 
34 years he presided over its des- 
tinies, 
an autocrat 
and a capable 
one. 


From a purely local body, he saw 


it grow into a world-wide associa- 
tion. From a body that used to be 
the butt of the hoodlums, he saw it 
grow into a great institution which 
all people and creeds 
hail for its 


beneficient •work. 


NOMINATES SON 


Before he died in 1912, William 


Booth nominated his son, Bramwell 
Booth, to be General 
in his place. 


The latter, now m his 72nd year, has 
nominated his 
successor and the 


name reposes in a sealed envelope in 
the vaults of the mam London of- 
fice of the army. 


The General of the Salvation Ar- 


my now has complete control, as he 
is the sole trustee 
of its immense 


interests. But for some time General 
Booth has been incapacitated by ill- 
ness and some of the members of the 
higher organization 
determined it 


was time to take action. They are 


\governed by a deep poll which the 


Hinder had drawn up. It was draft- 


ed by Charles Sargent, later a Lord 
Justice of England, Premier Asquith 
and Lord Haldane. 


This document provides 
that a 


General of the Army can be removed 
if he is adjudicated mentally unfit, if 
he is found guilty of notorious mis- 
conduct; or if he is simply adjudi- 
cated to be unfit. Proceedings are 
being taken 
under the last of these 


alternatives. 


Tlie deed poll provides that a High 


Council to pass 
on these matters 


may only be held when at least seven 
high officeis demand it. When such 
a demand is made, the High Council 
must meet, the officers dropping all 
other duties for the time being. The 
summoning of such a council also 
abrogates any nomination the Gen- 
eial may have made as to his suc- 
cessor. 


MANY TAKE PART 


Those who will take part in the de- 


liberations are 29 Commissioners, in- 
cluding 
Commander 
Evangelme 


Booth of the United States; 18 Lieu- 
tenant Commissioners, 8 Colonels, 8 
Lieutenant Colonels 
and 3 Briga- 


diers. 


When the High Council meets, it 


will organize by electing a president 
and vice president for the-session. 
The next move will be to name a 
committee to examine General Booth 
as to his fitness. Medical reports will 
be obtained beforehand. The General 
then can be removed from office if a 
three-fourths majority is obtained for 
the purpose. 


If this is done, the High Council 


will resolve itself into a. college for 
the election of a new General. 
It 


would proceed very much as do the 
Cardinals in the election of a new 
Pope of the Roman Catholic Chiwch. 
Any member of the council can put 
forward a name and the list of nomi- 
nees is reduced by continuous voting 
until some one person gets a two- 
thirds majority, 


LEADS FACTION 


Commander Evangelme Booth is 


one of the leaders in the faction fa- 
voring- the removal of her brother 
as general and reorganizing the Ar- 
my on a more democratic basis.

volumes were drawn and 1,203 fic- 
tion making a total of 1,537 issues 
from the adult department. German 
issues numbered 27. 


The annual repor'. of the librarian, 


Miss Alice Freibu-ger, shows that a 
grand total of 34,780 volumes were 
drawn Curing the year 1928. Of this 
number 3,382 were children's non- 
fiction, and 11,160 
were children's 


fiction, making a total 
circulation 


of 174,742 in the juvenile department. 
There were 4,020 non fiction and 
15,718 fiction in the adult department 
totaling 19,738.

These countless and invisible elves 
are subjects that intrigue the minds 
of scientists in such fairylands as the 
Bell Telephone laboratories in this 
city.

series of_Jenses, aided by a strong 
spot'of light. 


By this simple means, however, we 


can peek into the eyepiece of a mi- 
croscope that can enlarge an object 
as high as 6,000 times so that we 
may be able to see It' and study its 
construction.
